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This is a decision in response to the "RENEWED PETITION UNDER 37 CFR § 
1 .47" filed on 30 May 2003 to accept the application without the signature of inventor 
Boris Kokorin. 



On 29 March 2000, applicant filed international application PCT/GB00/01 199 
that claimed priority of an earlier British application filed 29 March 1999. A copy of the 
international application was communicated to the United States Patent and Trademark 
Office from the International Bureau on 05 October 2000. A Demand for international 
preliminary examination, in which the United States was elected, was filed on 27 October 
2000 prior to the expiration of nineteen months from the priority date. Accordingly, the 
thirty-month period for paying the basic national fee for the national stage in the United 
States expired at midnight on 29 September 2001, 

On 28 September 2001, applicant filed a letter for entry into the national stage in 
the United States which was accompanied by a copy of the International Application, a 
preliminary amendment, drawing sheets, an abstract, a copy of the International Search 
Report and the basic national fee of $430 as required by 35 U.S.C. 371(c). These papers 
were assigned application number 09/937,736. 



BACKGROUND 
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On 06 November 2001, the United States Patent and Trademark Office in its 
capacity as an Elected Office mailed the "NOTIFICATION OF MISSING 
REQUIREMENTS UNDER 35 U.S.C. 371 IN THE UNITED STATES 
DESIGNATED/ELECTED OFFICE (DO/EO/US)" (Form PCT/DO/EO/905) indicating 
that applicant was required to file an oath/declaration and a surcharge fee. The 
notification set a two-month time period in which to respond. 

On 06 May 2002, applicant filed a "Petition Under 37 CFR 1 .47(b) to Accept 
Application Without Inventor's Signature" requesting that the application be accepted 
without the signatures of inventors Nikolay Zheludev and Boris Kokorin. 

On 02 December 2002, the USPTO mailed a decision indicating that Mr. 
Wardle's statement was unacceptable insofar as it was not based on first hand knowledge 
of the facts. 

On 30 May 2003, applicant filed the current petition including a declaration 
signed by Nikolay Zheludev, and a declaration by Mr. Michael Kerns. 

DISCUSSION 

A petition under 37 CFR 1.47(a) must be accompanied by (1) the fee under 37 
CFR 1.17(h), (2) factual proof that the inventor refuses to execute the application or 
cannot be reached after diligent effort; (3) a statement of the last known address of the 
inventor, and (4) an oath or declaration by the 37 CFR 1.47(b) applicant on behalf of and 
as agent for the non-signing inventor. Applicant has satisfied items (1), (3) and (4). 

With respect to item (1), applicant has provided the $130 petition fee. With 
respect to item (3), applicant has provided a statement of the last known address of Boris 
Kokorin. With respect to item (4), applicant has provided a declaration executed by 
Richard Wardle (Director of Hex Technology Holdings Limited) on behalf of Boris 
Kokorin. 

With respect to item (2) above, Mr. Kerns states that he hand carried a copy of the 
entire application papers to inventor Boris Kokorin and that inventor Kokorin refused to 
execute the declaration. 



CONCLUSION 
The petition under 37 CFR 1 .47(a) is GRANTED . 



As provided in 37 CFR 1.47(a), a notice of the filing of this application will be 
forwarded to the non-signing inventor at his last known address of record. 
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A notice of the filing of the application under 37 CFR 1.47(a) will be published in 
the Official Gazette. 

The application is being returned to the International Division for processing as 
the U.S. National Stage of the above-identified international application. 

The application will be given an international filing date of 29 March 2000 under 
35 U.S.C. 363, and a date of 30 May 2003 under 35 U.S.C. 371.
